Say Ala. Missile Base Tots In Jim Crow Schools 
Children of Negro scientific personnel at the 
Army’s top missile base, Redstone Arsenal at Hunts- 
ville, Ala., are denied the opportunity to attend 
school on the base because of race, the NAACP 
charged in Washington. Pentagon officials said that 
Clarence Mitchell, Washington NAACP director, 
was preparing the charges, claiming that base offi- 
cials were sending Negro children of personnel to 
Jim Crow schools in the county. The case is similar 
to the one protested by the NAACP against the 
Little Rock Air Force Base, and is the second com- 
plaint of school discrimination on Federal bases. 

In the Alabama case, NAACP officials charge that 
the Negro children are sent from the base to segre- 
gated schools in violation of Federal policy. The 
government brought some 30 German scientists, in- 
cluding missile expert Werner Von Braun, to the 
Alabama base to work on missile projects. Their 
children are eligible to attend base schools, but Ne- 
gro children are not, according to the complaint. 
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White House Gate Slammed On Youth Marchers 

A White House guard closed the gate barring singer 
Harry Belafonte and a delegation of 10 Negro and white 
students from attempting to see President Eisenhower as 
some 20,000 school integration paraders marched in Wash- 
ington to show that “Little Rock is not America.” 

The march attracted five times as many supporters as 
sponsors Belafonte, Jackie Robinson, and A. Philip Ran- 
dolph expected, and took some two hours to reach the Lin- 
coln Memorial. The scheduled highpoint of the march was 
for the Belafonte-led group to present the President with 
a resolution urging him to announce that school integra- 
tion “is morally right as well as legally required.”’ However, 
White house aides refused to meet with the group. 

Because of fear of violence, rigid security measures were 
taken by Washington police to protect the children. March 
sponsors said they recommended strict policing because of 
possible “crackpot” action from residents of Maryland 
and Virginia against such a mixed delegation. Police were 
assigned to guard some 16 churches which were used as 
headquarters for the visiting marchers.

Hate Sheets Reach Million In Wake Of School Crisis 
Some 40 monthly and semi-monthly hate sheets, with a 
combined circulation of nearly 1 million copies, are flood- 
ing the U. S. in the wake of the school integration crisis, 
according to the New York Herald Tribune. Despite com- 
plaints about the mailing of the literature, says Paul To- 
benkin, neither the Post Office Dept. nor the Justice Dept. 
can stop the papers, since they are not obscene or porno- 
graphic, nor do they openly incite arson or murder. 


Negro Vote Democratic, Gallup Poll Predicts 

The Negro vote will go overwhelmingly Democratic in 
the congressional election November, 4, according to a 
recent Gallup poll. The poll, carried out by Negro re- 
searchers in large northern centers of Negro population, 
showed that 72 per cent would vote Democratic.

Norfolk Attorney Loses Rest Room Bias Appeal te 

The U. S. 4th Circuit Court of Appeals ruled, in effect, 
that the signs calling for racial segregation of the rest- 
rooms in Norfolk Court House can stay. Atty. E. A. Dawley 
Jr., asked Federal District Judge Walter E. Hoffman to re- 
strain the city from posting the signs, contending they are 
unconstitutional and humiliating to Negroes. However, 
Judge Hoffman dismissed the complaint.

elections. At stake are one seat in the State Senate and 
six in the House of Delegates. But if the campaign is suc- 
cessful, political experts conceive that for the first time in 
a southern city, the Negro vote will become a major factor. 
And by 1960, White House aide Malcoln Moos forecasts, the 
Nezro vote in Baltimore’s Fourth District will be sufficient 
to send to Congress the first Negro representing a Dixie 
community since Reconstruction. 
In a city in which a white political organization refused 
£ to run race candidates, Negroes registered 101,771 voters 
(some 3,000 in the last three days), got leaders from both 
parties to compromise on a coalition ticket. Some 12 
sound trucks cruised the Negro area daily, an estimated 
500,000 pieces of literature have been distributed, some 
100,000 phone calls made, and a coordinated army of 
3,000 men, women and children stand ready to reach every 
one of the district’s 26,432 Negro voters (compared to

Generals of the civic campaign are outspoken Mrs. Lillie 
Jackson, NAACP president, and Harvard-trained Dr. Carl 
Murphy, president of the Afro American Newspapers. Be- 
hind them stand some 70 prominent ministers, leaders of 
both parties, civic figures and a strong woman’s organiza- 
tion headed by Mrs. Victorine Adams, Democratic Wom- 
en’s chairman, and Mrs. Ethel Rich. 

With spirit increasing, Negroes have rallied behind the 
leadership of 37-year-old Harry Cole, first Negro elected to 
the State Senate. Cole spearheads a ticket which includes 
such House candidates as Daniel Spaulding, cousin of the 
late North Carolina banker; Mrs. Verda Welcome, a niece 
of AME Zion Bishop William J. Walls; businessman How- 
ard Dixon, Mrs. Bertha Winston, and Emory Cole, one of 
the first Negroes elected to the Maryland House. Praised 
for getting the first Negroes on state jobs such as toll 
collectors and clerks in state departments, Harry Cole is 
considered one of the most promising Maryland law- 
makers, and is destined to be the state’s first Negro 
Congressman.

Jail Rev. Shuttlesworth, 13 Others In Bus Case 

In Birmingham, Rev. F. L. Shuttlesworth and 13 other 
Negroes were convicted of violating the city’s passenger 
placement law which permits bus drivers to tell Negroes 
where to sit on city buses. Thirteen followers of Rev. 
Shuttlesworth boarded city buses, sat on front seats and 
refused to move to the rear when ordered by the drivers 
to do so in a test of the new law. Shuttlesworth, who was 
beaten last year when he sought to enroll his children in 
an all-white school, did not board a bus, but was arrested 
for inciting others to do so. 


South Carolina Governor Moves Billy Graham Rally 

In Columbia, S. C., a Billy Graham religious rally was 
switched from the State House grounds to nearby Ft. Jack- 
son after segregationist Gov. George Bell Timmerman Jr. 
protested his appearance would violate the legal principle 
of separation of church and state. Earlier, the governor 
claimed the evangelist’s appearance might undermine the 
cause of segregation.

Rockefellers Gave $55 Million To Negro Colleges 
Responding to a charge by Rep. Adam Clayton 
® Powell (D., N. Y.) that his family had given “millions. 
to Jim Crow colleges” while ignoring Negro institu- 

tions, New York Republican gubernatorial candidate, 
| Nelson Rockefeller countered: “I don’t like to talk 
about this—I never have before—but my family has 

given more than $55 million to Negro colleges. The 
family’s stand on civil rights has been clear and un- 
equivocal. We have supported all effective causes to 
assist in obtaining equal opportunities for Negroes in 
this country.” Some of the contributions have been 
, made through the United Negro College Fund, which 
‘ supplements budgets of 32 institutions, including Tus- 
| kegee, Morehouse and Hampton, and the General 
Education Board (Created in 1903 when no southern 
state had public Negro high schools.) Said Rocke- 
feller, “I’m very proud of these contributions to the 
Negro cause.” He added that it was “especially shock- 
ing” to hear reports that his family was “not a true 
friend of the Negro,” since their record of helping 
Negroes went back to pre-Civil War days, during the 
era of the underground railroad. NAACP sources also 
indicated that the Rockefeller family had contrib- 
uted to the organization beginning in 1928, and that 
since 1951 Rockefeller had contributed $5,075 to the 
Legal Fund. 






























Fla. NAACP Heads Say Segregation By Sex Is OK 
State and local leaders of the Florida NAACP declared 
in interviews that they favored segregation by sex if nec- 
essary to obtain integration; oppose state laws against 
intermarriage, and believe that a mingling of white and 
Negro moral codes will result from integrated schools. 
The Rev. A. Leon Lowry, head of the Florida NAACP Con- 
ference; Robert Saunders, NAACP field secretary, and 
Atty.

Official Says Private Schools May Face Trouble 
Private schools in Virginia and Arkansas cannot provide 
the same “educational advantages” as public schools 
closed down in integration disputes, Arthur S. Flemming, 
secretary of Health, Education and Welfare, told a Wash- 
ington news conference. He added that the private schools 
might have difficulties getting accredited, and that stu- 
dents attending such schools might have trouble getting 
into college.

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DEATH DISCLOSES PLIGHT OF 

White, 30-year-old Lola 
Geanes never asked much 
of life. Like everyone she 
sought love, secretly found 
it with her father’s Negro 
farmhand, Sam Geanes, 48, 
in Walnut, Miss.She yearned 
for marriage, hurriedly 
eloped (with Geanes) at age 
15 to Chicago in 1945. She 
wanted children, happily 
gave birth to Sam’s two 
daughters. Yet, for all her 
triumphs, Lola wrestled 
with tears last week. 

Except for her daughters, 
she was practically alone 
in the world — penniless, 
A neat housekeeper, Mrs. friendless, and needing 

Geanes also works as maid. medical care. Sam was 
dead, allegedly butchered by his common-law wife of three 
years, Cecelia Colbert, who is in jail facing a murder 
charge. Lola’s daughters were scorned by neighbors, who 
called them “white niggers,” refused to fraternize. And 
because cranks had frequently shoved death-threat notes 
under their door, the Geaneses were afraid to leave their 
$57-a-month apartment in a Chicago housing project. 

Lola’s plight, it seemed, was almost inevitable. Back in 
her early teens her oldest brother, Everett (one of eight 
brothers and sisters), secretly courted a Negro girl friend, 
loved Sam Geanes like a brother. He would tell Lola: 
“Sam’s a man just like anybody else. His color don’t make 
no difference. Why don’t you go with him?” 

Lola did, even though her oldest sister, Pearlie Mae, had 
been put in a reform school by her parents because of her 
friendship with a Negro neighbor. When Lola became 
pregnant, brother Everett hid her and Sam at a Negro 
neighbor’s home, then helped them flee to Chicago. Ex- 
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NEGRO’S WHITE MISS. WIDOW 
pecting Sam’s arrest any minute on the bus traveling 
North, Lola, nevertheless, smuggled whispers to him when 
others disembarked at rest stations along the route. 

Married in November, 1945, Sam and Lola lived happily 
for almost seven years. Then he turned to wine and other 
women. “I knew he wasn’t doing right,” said Lola, “but I 
loved him. There were times when I wanted to hit him in 
the head with a skillet, but I couldn’t.” 

Sam left her, said Lola, with the rent three months be- 
hind, no food in the house and their children barefooted. 
When she took her troubles to police, she was told: “He 
ought to have killed you. That’s what you get for marry- 
ing a damn nigger.” 

Last July Sam returned (with his common-law wife) to 
visit the brood he had abandoned more than six years 
earlier. But Lola barred him from her apartment, never 
saw him alive again. Said she last week: “I don’t think 
I’d want to take a chance on marrying again. I’m all 
frailed out from working and worrying.”

Memphis Teacher Caught In Tryst With Student 

In Memphis, William Theodore McDaniel, 53, teacher 
and bandleader at Booker T. Washington High School, 
was jailed on multiple charges after police said they sur- 
prised him having relations in a parked car with Barbara 
Jean Perry, 19, a senior student.

D. C, Man Convicted In Rare Adultery Trial 

For the first time in several decades, a Washington,

found guilty of living with an 18-year-old girl on week- 
ends between last December and May, and with his legal 
spouse during the week.

Say Texan Raped Teen Atop 62-Foot Flagpole 


In El Paso, Texas, flagpole sitter, William M. Pettit, 
33, white, who was freed on charges of raping a maid 
several months ago, faced charges of statutory rape 
of a 15-year-old girl atop a 62-foot flag pole. 
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WHITES STEAL BODY OF WEALTHY) 

Eight teen-age white boys hanged a dead man from a 
35-foot flag pole in front of a Houston, Texas, junior 
high school last week. They stole the body from an 
Oak Park Cemetery mausoleum, where it had rested in 
peace for 20 years. 

It was the body of a late wealthy leader in the Negro 
community: Isaac S. Lewis, a six-foot, eight-inch un- 
dertaker, restaurateur and night club owner who died 
Christmas Eve, 1938, at age 70. His was the most ex- 
pensive funeral ($15,000) in Houston history. He built 
the mausoleum four years before his death and had his 
gold and bronze, eight-foot-long casket (with imported 
silk lining) built at a cost of $7,000. His body lay in 
state 40 days and 40 nights. 

The youths admitted breaking into the vault and tak- 
ing the body, the legs of which fell off as they threw it 
over a fence. They took the corpse on a tour of drive-in 
restaurants for their friends to see, then, on Saturday 
night, draped a chain around its neck and ran it to the 
top of the flag pole. It was discovered Sunday morning. 

Lewis’ body had lain in a glass top casket, where 
friends and family could view it, under an inscription: 
“Lord save my soul and bless my last resting place.”

Like 
me, Kellogg’s a wheel chair patient and has been for 
a good many months. 

But I was amazed at the guts the guy has. A 
whole crew of doctors examined him just after 
his accident and agreed that he would neither 
move nor talk after that terrible crash in 
Arkansas. For that matter, he was told he 
wouldn’t live for more than a few months. When 
I saw Junius, though, he was watching a basket- 
ball game at Madison Square Garden in New 
York and making as much noise as a school kid. 
He not only moves—just about everything except 

his legs—but he stars at wheelchair basketball for 
the Pan-American Jets, plays table tennis like a 
champion, and just recently won a medal in swim- 
ming. How can you beat a fellow like that? 

Kellogg confirmed one of the secrets I’ve al- 
ready learned since my auto crash last January. 
Recovery depends 90 per cent on your own atti- 
tude. The rest is up to the medics and therapists 
who tell you what to do. “You never know,” 
Junius told me, “the tough work that goes into 
getting back on your feet until you have to go 
through it.” He’s so right. 

The old ballhawk also taught me a few tricks. For 
instance, he showed me how to pick up tiny objects 
like tooth picks to strengthen my finger muscles, and 
use gloves to get a better grip on the buggy.
